It has 
been a good investment, for this 
track has been one of the great 
race tracks in the country.

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Case for the NYRA

John Wesley Hanes put. his elbows be- 
hind him and leaned on a shed rail, cas- 
ually noting Spendthrift Farm yearlings 
he had studied many times before, as 
grooms led out the sales offerings for in- 
spection by a steady flow of lookers. 
Hanes’ partner, Leslie Combs II, was sup- 
ervising the showing of the yearlings and 
had the selling job pretty well in hand. 
leaving Hanes free to give his attention 
to the administration of racing, especially 
in New York. 


“IT can’t understand how people can say 
we have turned over New York racing to 
the state,” said the president of the New 
York Racing Association. “Actually, we 
are freer from state control than any 
other racing association in the country. 

“Yes, the officers of the NYRA elected 
by the 20 trustees are subject to the 
approval of the state racing commission. 
But the same is true of every officer. 
steward, jockey. trainer. exercise boy, and 


grocm at every other track in the country. 


“The thing that makes us more inde- 
pendent of political pressures than any 
other racing association is the fact that, 
by law, we are guaranteed 220 racing 
days each year for 25 years. All other 
race tracks must apply for dates each 
year, and these may be withheld any 
year, or withdrawn in the middle of a 
year, at the prerogative of a state racing 
commission. They can’t take our racing 
days from us unless they change the law. 

“Yes, we are non-profit, the state being 
the only body which realizes any profit 
from the organization. The same is true 
here at Keeneland and at Delaware Park. 
I think we should be non-profit. What we 
actually have is the only franchise to 
gamble in New York. and I personally 
believe 20 private citizens should not be 
able to profit on such a thing to the ex- 
clusion of others. 

“But we haven’t been subjected to any 
political pressures. Not a single soul has 
told us to do anything. Of course, our 
books are always open and, although not 
compelled to, we invite Mr. Ashley Cole 
of the racing commission to sit in on all 
our meetings. 

“I don’t believe we ever will be made 
io do something we don’t feel is good for 
racing. We control New York racing. And 
it seems to me that when honorable men 
get together and want to do the honorable 
thing, there is a very small chance for 
things to go wrong.” 

The we Hanes uses so frequently are 
the 20 members of The Jockey Club who 
cwn 5 $10 shares each in the NYRA. 
They are Hanes, George D. Widener, hon- 
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orary chairman; James Cox Brady, execu- 
tive vice president; Christopher T. Chen- 
ery, vice president and treasurer; Harry 
F. Guggenheim, Ogden Phipps, and Alfred 
Vanderbilt, vice presidents; and G. H. 
Bostwick, John C. Clark, Walter D. 
Fletcher, John W. Galbreath, George M. 
Humphrey. Howell E. Jackson, Walter M. 
Jeffords, Robert J. Kleberg Jr., John A. 
Morris. John M. Schiff, F. S. von Stade, 
Joseph Walker Jr., and John Hay Whit- 


ney, trustees. 


“The trustees purchased their $50 worth 
of stock, but, of course, realize no profit 
from it, and cannot sell their shares. Ac- 
tually, all the shareholders have endorsed 
their shares and turned them over to us 
so as to prevent any difficulties in case 
of death. 


“The state government never gave us a 
penny. We borrowed $63 million on $1,000 
capital and the confidence of New York 
banks in the integrity of the people be- 
hind the NYRA. Of course, we never 
could have got the loan unless we had a 
law which assured the banks that we 
would be racing for 25 years. We pay 
off on the loan $4 million each year, the 
first $4 million realized each year from 
racing takes care of the debt service, 
then the state starts taking its cut.” 


Belmont Park did not appear to be 
Belmont Park this spring when it opened 
with fresh sod over the 614-furlong chute 
slashing diagonally from the barns across 
the dirt track and infield toward the tote 
board. 


“Personally. I had no feeling one way 
or the other about the Widener Chute. 
The betting public. I believe. definitely 
did not care for it, because they could 
not see the race. Some complaints from 
trainers appeared in the papers about 
doing away with the Widener Chute. Well. 
I'd like to say. a group of trainers came 
to us and asked that we schedule some 
2-year-old races around a turn so they 
could get their horses ready for the Sara- 
toga races around a turn. 


“No other track in the country could put 
on races over a straightaway for such a 
distance, and the trainers wanted races 
which would get the horses ready to race 
someplace else. 


“There was talk that we could not race 
as many 2-year-olds without the Widener 
Chute, over which 28 horses could race 
at one time. We checked the records and 
found that the average 2-year-old race in 
New York averaged only 11 horses. We 
guaranteed the trainers that, in the absence

J ohn W. Hanes 


Energetic Johnny Hanes thinks younger 
than his 67 years. He likes to create, 
he likes to improve, he likes the best. 
Perhaps this explains why he bred horses 
Lefore acquiring a racing stable, and why 
the New York racing situation, described 
in 1953 by Ashley Cole, chairman of the 
state racing commission, as “deplorable,” 
offered such a challenge to the man who 
had taken over and revitalized the William 
Randolph Hearst empire and the United 
States Lines and effected the $610,000,000 
merger of Olin Industries with Mathieson 
Chemical. 


Hanes was born into a large. industrious, 
and wealthy Winston-Salem, N. C., family. 
At Yale he lettered 3 years, playing first 
base and outfield on the baseball team. 
After graduation he peddled cigarettes 
outside New England factories for the 
American Tobacco Company. rival of his 
father’s company. which had merged with 
k. J. Reynolds. When he enlisted in the 
Navy for the first World War, he had 
risen to district sales manager. 

After his release from active duty, he 
and his brother Alex formed the Hanes 
Rubber Company, but collapse of the cot- 
ton and rubber markets in 1920 brought 
the realization that the venture was not big 
enough for two Haneses. Johnny hustled 
otf to New York, where he began selling 
bonds for Charles Barney and Company 
at $85 a month. By 1929 Hanes had sold 
his way up to a senior partnership in the 
firm, which was one of the largest invest- 
ment brokerage houses in Wall Street. 

All work and no play makes Jack a 
dull boy, and John was never accused of 
being a dull boy. Much of his playing,

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THE WEEK’S RACING 


Tue Btoop-Horse asked its far-flung correspondents for a summary of the 
2-year-old picture, and in this week’s issue are replies from California and New Jersey. 
The best youngsters in Chicago and New York will be reviewed next week. 


NEW JERSEY 


Sky Clipper No. | 


Sky Clipper. for whom William Helis 
Jr. paid $30.000 at Saratoga, probably is 
the best 2-year-old colt to race in New 
Jersey so far this year, having beaten both 
Vital Force and Bally Ache in the Sapling 
Siakes. His action and breeding (Citation 
—tLegendra) indicate that he can handle 
a distance. 


A nod for best 2-year-old filly goes to 
Mrs. George D. Widener’s Evening Glow 
—but not without a lingering thought for 
Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Miss Got Rocks, which 
was sidelined with bucked shins after just 
2 appearances. both in New Jersey. 


Briefly, here is a concensus ranking 
of New Jersey-raced 2-year-olds, consid- 
ering their local performances only:

Sky Clipper (William G. Helis Jr.) 
Tuscan (Jouett Shouse). 
Big Biz (Mrs. Ada L. Rice).

Sky Clipper. a handsome though still 
somewhat small colt, beat 10 rivals in a 
driving rain in the Sapling, but he still 
may have to prove his point. A winner 
by 10 lengths over maidens in his first 
race, on June 16, he was severely bumped 
next time out, winding up fourth, then ran 
sore in his third start, finishing third to 
Chuckie David. With added weight and 
less tenderness in his underpinnings, he 
should go on this fall to rank at or 
near the top of his division. 


At odds of 34-1 in the Sapling. he 
worked his way between horses. moved 
into contention at the head of the stretch, 
and closed a 2-length deficit to nip Bally 
Ache by a head. Behind him were Vital 
Force, Chuckie David, Lurullah, Ouija 
Board, and Big Biz. 


Despite his defeat at the hands of Aug- 
ust Muckler Jr.’s Deemster in Delaware 
Park’s Caesar Rodney Stakes, Tuscan, by 
Tuscany, showed that he had keen speed. 
His maiden attempt. at 514 furlongs, re- 
sulted in a 10-length victory in 1:05, and 
his second race, 15 days later, was one 
of the most impressive of the season at 
Monmouth. Pinched for a sixteenth of a 
mile between Sky Clipper and Chuckie 
David, he finally reached the lead at the 
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head of the stretch and won by 31% lengths 
in 1:05. 


Shipped to Delaware for the Caesar 
Rodney. he appeared sore going to the 
post. He opened a 3-length lead, but gave 
way in the final yards. He has been 
blistered by trainer Bernie Bond. and will 
be heard from later. Tuscan is out of 
Fast, a half-sister to Vital, dam of Vital 
Force. 


Mrs. Rice’s home-bred Big Biz, by 
*Royal Gem II, was ambitiously placed 
for his debut, in the Cherry Hill Stakes 
at Garden State Park, finishing sixth be- 
hind Vital Force. Ten weeks later he led 
from the outset in a maiden race at 6 
furlongs at Monmouth and displayed 
gameness by staving off Vanessa’s Boy’s 
challenge throughout. In the Sapling. he 
ran an exceptionally strong race, running 
lapped on Bally Ache for most of the trip 
before bearing out at the head of the 
stretch and losing by about a length. 
Trainer Clyde Troutt likes his steady im- 
provement and his honest effort. Big Biz 
will be a factor later on in the autumn, 
when the races get longer. 


Trainer Kenny Noe has campaigned 
Chuckie David rather heavily since his 
debut at Hialeah Park in January. Winner 
of 3 races in 12 starts, Chuckie David 
cost owner P. L. Grissom $7,300 in the 
Saratoga sales ring, and he has won over 
$13,000. His emergence as a colt of 
stakes caliber dates to successive victories 
at Monmouth Park, the second a 9-length 
romp at 6 furlongs. In the Sapling he 
broke well, but could not overcome the 
outside post position in the field of 11. 
He turned in the fastest 514 furlongs of 
the Monmouth meeting, 1:0445. 


The Fillies 


Evening Glow, a Shut Out filly, has 
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won on a sloppy track and a fast one, 
and in her victory in the Sorority, at 
Monmouth on July 11, she defeated a sea- 
soned contemporary in Rose of Serro. 
Evening Glow had run twice before the 
Sorority, winning a maiden race over a 
sloppy Belmont track, then running third 
to Rose of Serro and Dig Down in the 
Colleen Stakes after leading to the quar- 
ter-pole. In the Sorority, she disposed of 
Briardale Farm’s Sainted Devil down the 
backstretch, opened a daylight lead, and 
withstood Rose of Serro’s late rush. 


By all odds, Mrs. Rice’s filly Miss Got 
Rocks, by Hasty Road, is the most eye- 
filling of her age and sex seen in New 
Jersey this year. She evokes murmurs of 
praise whenever she steps on the track, 
and she has performed up to expectations 
in both her races. 


At Garden State, the strapping-big filly 
beat maidens by 10 lengths on May 28. 
Three weeks later, facing non-winners of 
2 as a prohibitive 1-2 favorite. she again 
displayed her class by recovering from a 
slight shuffling leaving the gate to win by 
a length and a quarter. It was a real 
struggle over the last eighth of a mile, 
however, since each stride seemed to pain 
her more. She finished with badly bucked 
shins. 


Rose of Serro, by Errard, was a bargain 
purchase at $3.700 from the James L. 
Wiley consignment at Saratoga. and she 
has earned in excess of $33,000. The 
Sorority, at Monmouth on July 11, was her 
1!th race and she barely missed catching 
Evening Glow at the wire after having 
failed to display her usual early speed. 
Ten days previously, Rose of Serro had 
accounted for her first stakes victory in 
the Colleen. She also ran a creditable 
third to the colts Tuscan and Chuckie 
David. She has never been disgraced 
in any of her races, but seems destined 
to run just behind the best of her sex. 


Blonde Demond, by *River War, made 
her debut at Monmouth on June 24, win- 
ning easily by 51% lengths. Her time of 
1:0524 matched that of Greek Page in 
the Tyro Stakes a week before, and this 
encouraged trainer Danny Shea to ship 
her to Delaware for the Blue Hen Stakes 
on July 8. Blonde Démond was beaten a 
length by L. C. Wilson’s Patty Song, but 
was placed first because the latter had 
drifted wide in the stretch.

Tompion Best in West 


Racing secretary John R. Maluvius was 
in_a good position to evaluate the West’s 
best 2-year-olds of the year. He had just 
spent 55 days watching, at close range. 
the classiest juveniles in California com- 
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The first 4 finishers in th 


peting for the rich purses at Hollywood 
Park. 
A keen and _ intelligent observer of 


racing. the popular Maluvius rated C. V. 
Whitney’s Tompion as the best of the 
2-year-old band seen in California this 
season. Asked to pick his top 5, and to 
rate them as he would in a mythical handi- 
cap. Maluvius did so in this manner: 


Tompion 122 (C. V. Whitney). 

Noble Noor 121 (Dr. and Mrs. 
British Roman 120 (Ralph Lowe). 
Warfare 118 (Bellehurst Stable). 
T. V. Lark 117 (C. R. Mae Stable).

There can’t be much argument with 
the 5 colts Maluvius selected for his list. 
Alberta Ranches’ ill-fated Psyche’s First 
was probably the fastest 2-year-old of the 
season in California, and probably would 
have topped the list but for an untimely 
accident that necessitated his being hu- 
manely destroyed. A son of the successful 
*Indian Hemp, Psyche’s First literally 
ran away from T. V. Lark, Tompion, 
Warfare, and Noble Noor in the Haggin 
Stakes, winning alone by 41% lengths in 
:07, only two-fifths of a second over the 
world record shared by Lucky Mel and 
Bettyanbull. While training for the Holly- 
wood Juvenile Championship stakes, 
Psyche’s First suffered a broken leg that 
ended his short but rather spectacular 
career. 


Tompion, a stylish-looking son of Tom 
Fool, was not a stakes winner in Cali- 
fornia, but that was only because of his 
own bad manners at the gate. In 2 stakes. 
the Hollywood Juvenile Championship 
and the Westchester, Tompion managed to 
beat himself by his own bad behaviour at 
the post. He had a tendency to lunge into 
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the air, then to stand a moment flat- 
footed before taking off after the field. 


In the Juvenile Championship he did 
this, then circled 14 horses and missed 
catching Noble Noor at the wire by only 
half a length. At meeting’s end, Turf writ- 
ers were split between Noble Noor and 
Tompion as the best 2-year-old colt of the 
season. While Tompion possesses a tre- 
mendous amount of ability, he will re- 
quire a great deal of schooling to cure 
him of his bad post manners. 


Noble Noor. winner of the $163,850 
Juvenile Championship stakes in a $69 
upset, is a fine colt that strongly resem- 
bles his sire *Noor, both in looks and 
manner of going. If anything. he is a 
better made colt than *Noor. There was 
nothing at all flukish about his victory 
over the top 2-year-olds at Hollywood 
Park, in which he made up 31% lengths 
in a powerful drive through the stretch. 
Like *Noor, he seemed to be at some dis- 
advantage in sprints, and he surely will 
improve when the distances become 
longer. Noble Noor, raised and bred on 
Dr. and Mrs. J. R. Smith’s “backyard 
farm” near Mission San Luis Rey, shapes 
up as an excellent Derby prospect. 

Raced sparingly because of fragile un- 
derpinning, British Roman proved his 
class by defeating Warfare, T. V. Lark. 
Tompion, and others in the Westchester 
Stakes, closing with a determined rush 
to win going away. Prior to this victory. 
British Roman had turned back a better- 
than-average maiden field by 714 lengths. 

After the Westchester, British Roman 
began having serious leg trouble and did 
not race again at Hollywood Park or Del 
Mar. Trainer Johnny Adams recommend- 
ed to owner and breeder Ralph Lowe that

the son of *Endeavour II be fired and 
saved for winter racing and a_ possible 
shot at the Kentucky Derby. 


Warfare, a gray that bears a strong re- 
semblance to his father, Determine, is a 
colt which no one seems to take too 
seriously, and yet he was close in most 
of the stakes at Hollywood Park and 
managed to win a big one, the C. S. 
Hfoward. Warfare’s excellent summer cam- 
paign proved he was game, that he could 
pack weight, and that he could run with 
the best in the West. Trained by popular 
Hack Ross, the big ex-footballer from 
Southern Methodist, Warfare was third be- 
hind Noble Noor and Tompion in the 
Hollywocd Juvenile Championship and 
third in the Westchester. 


T. V. Lark’s last 2 races at Hollywood 
Park were not a true reflection of his 
ability, as evidenced later’ by his smash- 
ing victory in the Arlington Futurity. At 
the start of the Inglewood season, T. V. 
Lark was rushed along in his training, and 
it was reflected in his later races. After 
his excellent second to Psyche’s First, the 
best colt in the West at the time, T. V. 
Lark tailed off. It was only after he was 
given a brief letdown, and moved into 
Chicago, that he returned to form. 


The Fillies 


The 2-year-old filly ranks in the West 
this year are exceedingly thin. The divi- 
sion can hardly be compared to other 
years. J. J. Elmore’s Echoic appears a 
standout over weak opposition. 

Behind the daughter of All Blue, Malu- 
vius listed Nascania, Linita, La Belle He- 
lene, and Spy Legend, in that order. Echoic 
looked so good that Elmore and trainer

The Escondido Handicap, limited to “horses 


which have started in an actual claiming race but 
have not won a sweepstakes of $7,500 since so 
starting,” drew a field of 11, headed by the top- 
weighted Circle Lea. I Step, one of 2 3-year- 
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olds in the race, took the lead a few steps from 
the starting gate and never was headed. *Coup de 
Vent stayed close for 6 furlongs, then fell back. 
I Step got a 2-length lead at the eighth-pole and 
lasted to beat the fast-closing Mr. Snack by a 
nose. He paid $34.20. 


I Step raced last year for his breeder, Mrs. 
Helen Kellogg’s Murlogg Farm, Evansville, Ind. 
Although he has not left the care of trainer 
Harold Beasy this year, he has raced for 4 dif- 
ferent owners. He started 3 times for Beasy at 
Santa Anita, then ran 5 times at Hollywood Park 
for the partnership of Bishop and Sale. Mid-way 
in the Hollywood meeting he began to perform 
for M. Lester, and after 3 starts his ownership 
was switched to P. H. Lester. 

I Step’s best previous performance was in the 
El Dorado Handicap at Hollywood Park, in which 
he was third to Civic Pride and Harry Brand. 
He became eligible for the Escondido by running 
for a price of $12,500 early in the Hollywood 
meeting. 


I Step is the second stakes winner this year 
for I Will, which stands at the Nuckols Brothers’ 
Hurstland Farm, Midway, Ky. The first was Silver 
Ship.

Ancestor set the pace in the Saratoga Steeple- 
chase Handicap but he tired after 134 miles and 
dropped out of contention. Independence, second 
from the start, took over at the 12th jump and 
led the rest of the way, winning easily by 9 lengths. 
Fairfax, a 4-5 favorite, reduced the winner’s mar- 
gin to 2 lengths approaching the final jump, but he 
made a bad landing and could not maintain his 
challenge. Third choice among the 4 betting inter- 
ests, the winner paid $8.10. 

Time for ‘about’? 2% miles was 5:03, which cut 
9% seconds from the track record set by Ship- 
board in 1957.

of the Widener Chute, there would be as 
many 2-year-old races written into the book 
as they wanted —even to the extent of 
having an entire card comprised of 2-year- 
old races if there was a demand and the 
races could be filled. As yet, so far as 
I know, no trainer has been denied an op- 
portunity of racing a 2-year-old in New 
York because of the absence of the 
Widener Chute. 

“Right now. we do not need the area 
at the head of the old chute for parking 
—actually it is to far away from the 
grandstand and we do not feel we need 
to build barns there, but we can if the 
need arises.” 

A complaint often heard from commer- 
cial breeders is that there are not enough 
stalls available at the major racing centers 
for recently turned 2-year-olds. 

“This is a question we don’t have an 
answer for at present. We are not sure 
how many stalls we need. All our actions 
are based on the following considerations, 
in this order: 1) The horsemen; 2) the 
public; 3) the state. Thinking first of 
the horsemen, we do not want to have so 
many stalls. and horses. that a trainer 
cannot race when he wants to; we don’t 
want to have those large “also eligible” 
lists and have a man train his horse and 
get him up to a particular race and then 
not be able to get into the race because 
there are too many horses. 

“We have 1,900 stalls at Belmont Park, 
another 500 at the new Aqueduct. We 
think right now that is about enough stalls 
to provide for a sufficient number of 
horses to fill all the races we can program 
in New York and not give anybody any 
stars. It is no good for racing when a 
trainer cannot get a horse ready for a race 
and be able to run him. 

“Now we will lose 500 stalls when we 
leave Jamaica, but if it develops that we 
need more stalls, we’re ready. The sale 
of Jamaica was made contingent upon our 
acquiring 110 acres across the Belt Park- 
way from Aqueduct. We are getting this 
land from Idlewild; it is separated from 
the airfield by a channel dug to allow 
fuel barges to come directly to the airfield 
from Jamaica Bay. 

“The area is filled land, level, and suit- 
able to build a training track on it. We 
can build barns there for another 1,200 
horses if we need to. Idlewild has agreed 
to allow the building of an overpass for 
the horses to get across the turnpike to 
Aqueduct. These 110 acres and Aqueduct, 
of course, are only 14 minutes from Bel- 
mont Park, which also is located on the 
Belt Parkway. 

“Because of the inevitable selectivity 
involved when a limited number of stalls 
are available, we have been accused of 
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operating New York racing for the benefit 
of the larger stables. Well, this is true to 
the extent that we try to cater to the 
people we think will contribute most to- 
ward maintaining a high level of racing 
in New York. 

“We try to allot stalls to those stables 
which we believe have the type of horses. 
or are raising the type of horses. which 
will provide the best racing possible. 
Often these are large stables. maintained 
by wealthy owners. It is not exclusive to 
the point of only wealthy owners and 
large stables: we try to cater to those 
stables which have the best horses. I don’t 
think there is any question but that the 
best horses provide the best racing. and 
that’s what we want. the best possible 
racing.” 

There was considerable talk this spring 
about the state forcing a 9-race program 
on the NYRA to increase tax revenue. 


“We asked for the additional race in the 
hope of realizing more revenue from our 
percentage of the mutuel handle to help 
finance our rebuilding program. Figures 
this year indicate that it has accomplished 
its purpose. Last year, with 8 races. bet- 
ting per capita averaged $87. This year. 
it is running $98 per capita. We do not 
pretend to know where the point of dimin- 
ishing returns is. We do not feel that 15 
races necesarily would increase the per 
capita betting in the same proportion. All 
we can go on is our own experience in 
the matter, and we found that 9 races in 
New York did increase revenue, despite 
a decrease in attendance. I might add 
that we do not contemplate increasing 
the number of races.” 


And how about Saratoga? 

“Well, the state law now specifies there 
must be 24 noncompetitive days of racing 
at Saratoga in August, and I don’t think 
there is the remotest possibility of its 
being changed.” 

Trainer John Nerud was inspecting a 
Spendthrift Farm yearling. Combs waved 
for Hanes to come over and look at it. 

“Oh, that’s a good-looking colt, isn’t it 
Johnny?” said Hanes, back in the horse- 
trading business again.

from 1922 to 1936, was on the polo field. 
During the latter portion of the Roaring 
Twenties, a rather unusual polo team 
was operating out of Winston-Salem. 
Members of the team were the brothers 
John Hanes, Robert Hanes (president of 
the American Bankers Association), Fred 
Hanes (head of the school of medicine at 
Duke University), and James Hanes 
(president of Hanes Hosiery Company). 
and, as a spare, brother-in-law Thurmond 
Chatham (president of Chatham Blanket 
Mills). 

Hanes also played on the Blind Brook 
Turf and Polo Club team at his large 
estate near Rye. N. Y. This team, of which 
Watson Pomeroy was a member, won the 
Eastern championship at Narragansett in 
1933. Hanes earned a 3-goal handicap 
ranking in 1934. 

In 1938, at the suggestion of Jimmy 
Roosevelt, Hanes was asked to accept a 
position on William O. Douglas’ Security 
and Exchange Commission. As a commis- 
sioner, Hanes gave up directorships in 
seme 30 corporations and sold his seat 
on the stock exchange. Six months later 
he resigned to become Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, and in November of. 1938 
he became Under Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, a position he held until January 1. 
1940, when he resigned and returned to 
private business. 

Hanes was engaged as a financial con- 
sultant first by William Randolph Hearst, 
then by John Olin. In 1949 George D. 
Widener prevailed upon him to become a 
director at Belmont Park to represent the 
interests of the estate of Joseph E. 
Widener. In 1952 he was elected to The 
Jockey Club and the following year was 
named chairman of the 3-man committee 
—the other members were Capt. Harry F. 
Guggenheim and Christopher T. Chenery 
—under whose plan, presented in 1954, 
New York racing now is being conducted. 

Although he was new to racing in 
1949, Hanes had a long-standing interest 
in horses, one kind or another. His uncle 
P. H. Hanes had trotters with W. N. Rey- 
nolds. In addition to his own stable of 
polo ponies, Hanes was forever buying 
hunters and jumpers for his daughter, a 
prominent show exhibitor during the 
1930’s and now, as Mrs. June H. Mc- 
Knight, owner of a steeplechasing stable 
in the East. 

Hanes’ interest in race horses came 
about through his second wife, Hope Yan- 
dell, a native Kentuckian whom he mar- 
ried in 1937, after the death of his first 
wife. Mrs. Hanes had had a few brood- 
mares for many years. 

When Louis B. Mayer sold his horses 
in training in 1946, Hanes purchased the 
3-year-old Widow’s Peak and a *Beau 
Pere filly. He presented Widow’s Peak to 
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Mrs. Hanes as a gift, and the following 
day he took a profit on the *Beau Pere 
filly. Mayer gave the Haneses a season 
to *Alibhai for Widow’s Peak, and the 
resultant foal was Forelock, the first 
Hanes-bred stakes winner. 


The Haneses accumulated about 20 
mares by 1952, and the produce was 
raced in Mrs. Hanes’ name, largely in 
England, where the stable had consider- 
able success. Hanes noted proudly that 
her stable had earned its expenses for 
the last 7 years. 

On July 1, 1952, Mr. and Mrs. Hanes 
had dinner with Leslie Combs II and 
Louis B. Mayer. The result was that 
Hanes and Combs formed a_ partnership 
which bought all the mares and foals Wil- 
liam Goetz had purchased out of the Mayer 
sale of breeding stock. 

The partnership now owns 27 mares 
and has shares in Nashua, *Alibhai, 
Roman, *Princequillo. *Gallant Man, 
*Royal Charger. *My Babu. *Tudor Min- 
strel, *Arctic Prince and several other stal- 
lions. Its most notable breeding achieve- 
ment was Idun. Sold for a record $63,000 
as a yearling in 1955, Idun went unde- 
feated as a 2-year-old, earning a record 
$223,940, and was voted champion of her 
division both as a 2-year-old and as a 
3-year-old. 

Hanes’ present interests in land and 
breeding stock in the Combs partnership 
could be valued in excess of $1.000.000. 

In addition, Hanes owns half (with his 
wife) of 7 horses in England; half (with 
Combs) of Moon Glory, a 4-year-old filly;

OBITUARY 


Robert J. Dienst 


Robert J. Dienst. president and gen- 
eral manager of Beulah Park and owner 
of River Divide Farm, died at his home 
in Bexley, Ohio, a suburban of Columbus, 
on Wednesday. August 19. Mr. Dienst, 
who would have been 70 years old on 
August 24, apparently had a heart attack. 

A native of Columbus, Mr. Dienst left 
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school after completing the sixth grade 
and went to work for a construction com- 
pany. By the time he was 18 he was a 
foreman, and at the age of 27 he had his 
own road-building firm, the Robert J. 
Dienst Company. 

In 1933 Mr. Dienst bought an interest 
in Beulah Park at Grove City, Ohio. 10 
miles south of Columbus. He served as 
treasurer for 4 years, and in 1937 pur- 
chased a controlling interest in the plant 
and became president and general man- 
ager. a position he held until his death. 

Mr. Dienst made Beulah Park one of 
the best small tracks in the country. 
Among his improvements were the en- 
larging of the track from 6 furlongs to 
one mile, the rebuilding of the grand- 
stand and club house. the construction of

a new administration building and jockeys’ 
quarters. a new paddock, a complete new 
stable area. and installation of film patrol 
and _totalizator. 

At the same time he acquired his first 
stock in Beulah Park. Mr. Dienst bought 
his first race horse, and he has had a 
stable continuously for the last 26 years. 
By far his best runner was the top sprint- 
er Decathlon, which he purchased at the 
Keeneland sales for $15.500 and which 
earned $269.530 in 3 seasons. Retired to 
stud in 1958, Decathlon stands at Darby 
Dan Farm, Lexington. 

Mr. Dienst owned several other stakes 
winners during his Turf career. His first 
was the good distance runner High Fi- 
delity, and he was followed by One Blue, 
Mr. Joe Puck, Service, Andre, and 
Queensware. Andre. which was claimed 
for $5,000 early in his 4-year-old season, 
was Mr. Dienst’s second-best runner. At 
4 and 5 the gelding earned over $100.000 
with victories in the Tomasello Memorial. 
Ponce de Leon. and Robert E. Lee Handi- 
caps and 3 other stakes placings. 

In addition to his racing stable, Mr. 
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Dienst bred a few horses each year. The 
first River Divide Farm was several miles 
from Beulah Park, but this property was 
sold in 1953, and in recent years River 
Divide Farm consisted of a large barn 
adjacent to Beulah Park. From a small 
group of mares he bred the stakes winners 
Pomps Gal and Queensware. 


In recent years Mr. Dienst had devoted 
most of his time to his Turf interests, 
turning over the construction business to 
his son, Robert Y. Dienst. At the time of 
his death Beulah Park was the only track 
in which he had an interest, but he had 
been active in several other Ohio tracks, 
owning River Downs from 1950-1955 and 
being part owner of Ascot Park and 
Hamilton at one time. 


Survivors, in addition to his son. include 
his wife, Mrs. Ada Dienst, and 2 grand- 
children, Robert M. Dienst and Diana

DANCER 
Winning $100,000 Added Monmouth 
Handicap Over Older Horses. 


Sword Dancer, winner of the Belmont Stakes, 
Saratoga’s historic Travers Stakes Aug. 22, 
$100,000 Metropolitan and $100,000 Monmouth 
handicaps (both over older horses), beaten a nose 
in Kentucky Derby, etc., is America’s 1959 3-year- 
old champion. Sword Dancer is from Sunglow’s 
second crop which also includes Cis Sunglow (7 
wins and placed in stakes to date), Solar Girl 
(3 wins this year), Mans Love (4 wins), Golden 
Cinders, and other good winners. Sunglow’s first 
crop of two foals came from what might be called 
test breeding and both of these foals are winners. 
Only one starter from his second crop has failed 
to win or win money, and only one foal has not 
started. Leon Rasmussen, writing in Daily 
Racing Form, said the answer to Sword Dancer’s 
ability is in the pedigree of his sire. 
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
